Also on the panel’ was Morton H. Hal- 
perin, who as the senior staff member of. 
the National Security Council during the 
first. year of the Nixon administration, 
came to know a great deal about: covert 
operations —- such as secret - bombing 
raids in Cambodia, Halpevin is suing his 
ex-boss, Kissinger for illegal phone tap- 
ping.
